Committee nominates 
candidates for township 
supervisor position

Trustees on the Grayling Charter 
Township Board pared down a list of seven 
candidates to serve as the interim township 
supervisor to two finalists on Monday. 

Rick Anderson, Kenneth Binder, Michael 
Dutfy, Richard Harland, Dennis Henning, 
Jeddy Hood and Maj. James Robson 
applied for the appointment to serve as 
Grayling Charter Township’s Supervisor. 

Grayling Charter Township Supervisor 
Terry Wright is scheduled to retire on 
Friday, Oct. 28 after holding the office for 
15 years. Wright, who is moving to 
Florida, has more than a year left on an 
unexpired term. 

Township Trustees Dennis Long, Bruce 
Zalobsky and Duane Brooks served on an 
interview committee for (he appointment 
process. 

Last month, the Grayling Township 
Board unanimously voted to reject the 
Grayling Township Administrative 
Ordinance, which would have changed the 
duties of the Grayling Township supervisor 
and superintendent during the transition 
from a full-time supervisor with all inher- 
ent administrative duties assigned by the 
board to a part-time supervisor with only 
statutory duties. 

Binder withdrew as an applicant during 
his interview on Monday, because he 
thought the township was still hiring a man- 
ager, 

Robson, who is the facilities engineer at 
Camp Grayling, sent his resume to the 
township on Sunday via e-mail. Robson, 
who was out of town, indicated that he was 
contemplating retirement and considering 
the position. Since the board needs to make 
an appointment soon, they opted not to con- 
sider Robson’s application, Long said. 

“We need somebody that is willing and 
ready to take the job now,” Long said. “We 
can’t wait.” 

During the interviews with the other can- 
didates, the board addressed their qualifica- 
tions, possible budget reduction options, 
the Grayling Fire Department, which the 
township funds through a contract with the 
City of Grayling, and possible federal 
changes to flood plain levels and the avail- 
ability of flood insurance,

Fall leaf color viewers encouraged to 
hit the road while conditions continue

People seeking to view 
the panorama of fall colors 
are encouraged to get out 
this weekend as the combi- 
nation of warm weather and 
lack of storms continues, 

Russel] Kidd, an exten- 
sion forestry educator with 
the Michigan State 
University Extension Office 
in Roscommon County, said 
fall colors are starting to 
peak in maple and oaks 
trees. Due to a lack to rain 
over the past several weeks, 
Kidd said the leaves will 
start to dry and fall to the 
ground. 

“My advice to people is 
to get out and enjoy the col- 
ors while it’s still beautiful 
because it may not last 
long,” Kidd said. 

Mike Boguth, a meteorol- 
ogist with the National 
Weather Service Office 
located just south of 
Gaylord, said fall colors are 
moderate or have peaked in 
inland areas in northern 
Michigan. 

“What you see now ts 
what you’re going to get,” 


Boguth said. 

Trees located near Lake 
Michigan and Lake Huron, 
where cooler temperatures 
exist, will maintain their 
colorful leaves. 

“As you get closer to the 
lakes, you see a lot of good 
colors for sure,’ Boguth 
said. 

The lack of storms and 
warm temperatures have 
provided tdeal fall color 
viewing opportunities over 
the past week, Boguth said. 

“Overall, you could not 
ask for a better leaf viewing 
season and we have some of 
the best color scenes we 
have had in years,” Boguth 
said, 

Iiene Geiss-Wilson, exec- 
utive director for the 
Grayling Visitors Bureau, 
said fall color opportunities 
are spotty in Crawford 
County. Some opportunities 
have passed in the northern 
portion of the county, while 
opportunities may still exist 
south of Grayling and in 
outlying areas, 

Nature enthusiasts can 
enjoy a leisurely drive down 
the back roads, cycling or 


hiking through Hartwick 
Pines State Park, or taking 
in the riverside colors while 
canocing down the AuSable 
and Manistee Rivers. 

“Local canoe liverics are 
open; and the weather is 
still warm enough for a 
pleasant afternoon on the 
water,” Geiss-Wilson said. 

The Grayling Visitors 
Bureau promotes a number 
of local fall color tours. 

For a scenic driving tour, 
from Grayling take the Four 
Mile Road Exit off 1-75, 
turn left across the overpass, 
and then take Old. U.S. 27 
south to North Higgins 
Lake ..Drive and turn left. 
Stay on North Higgins Lake 
Drive until you come to 
County Road 200, which 
will continue cast. Follow 
this road until you come to 
South Grayling Road where 
you will turn left and head 
north, Continue north until 
reaching Four Mile Road 
where you take a left and 
head west until reaching 
Military Road. At this point, 
turn right and follow 
Military Road until you

Officer moves on after four 
decades in law enforcement

A Grayling police officer 
with 42 years of experience 
and a family entrenched in 
law enforcement recently 
served his last day on the 
job.

Coe, 62, said it was time 
for him to move on and do 
something else.

Graying has been a 
great place to work, but now 
it’s going to be a great place 
to retire. P’'ve got the best of 
both worlds.” 

Coe served just shy of 11 
years for the Grayling City 
Police Department, 

Coe followed in the foot- 
steps of his — father, 
Wellington Coe, who was 
an Oakland County 
Sheriff’s Deputy. 

Coe started his career in 
the U.S. Army’s Military 
Police from 1969-71, serv- 
ing at Fort Riley and a tour 
in Korea. 

Coe was hired by the 
Crawford County Sheriff's 
Department and worked 
from 1973 to 1977. He then 
went to work for the 
Ogemaw County Sheriff's 


Department from 1979 to 
1981. Coe went there to 
work with his brother Mike, 
who became a_ sheriff’s 
deputy after working as a 
plumber for several years. 
Mike, who died after a bat- 
tle from cancer in 1988, 
ended his career serving as 
detective. His other broth- 
ers, Tom, is a retired 
plumber who lives in 
Grayling, and Dick, who is 
retired and lives in New 
Mexico, was a jack of ail 
trades =who _ primarily 
worked as an ironworker. 

“In my family, you were 

either plumbers or cops: or 
both,” Coe said, 
Goe -and -his: wife Patti 
have four children. Son 
Paul Niederer, lives in 
Green Bay and works as a 
computer programmer. 
Their daughter, Heidi 
Niederer is a_ historical 
interpreter at Greenfield 
Village. Their daughter, 
Molli Coe is a student at 
Lake Superior — State 
University. The couple’s 
youngest son, Sean is enlist- 
ed in the U.S. Army. 

“The kids are doing good 
so that makes you feel 
good,” he said. 

Sean graduated from the 
Military Police Academy at 
Fort Leonard Wood in April 
and is now based in 
Germany, making him the 
third generation of the fami- 
ly to pursue law  enforce- 
ment. 

“It’s kind of nice to sec 


your son follow in the fami- 
ly business,” Coe said. 

Coe recalled deputies 
being cross trained to work 
on ambulances since they 
only needed to know basic 
first aide and the Crawford 
County Sheriff's 
Department operated the 
ambulances back then. 

“You might be patrolling 
in Frederic or in Lovells and 
you would get a call to come 
back to the office to pick up 
the ambulance and maybe 
head right back out to where 
you were patrolling to do an 
ambulance run,” he said. 

Coe: recalled -one tragic 
ambulance run-in 1977 at a 
home..-loeated...near the 
Grayling Army Airfield. 
Three children died from 
carbon monoxide poison- 
ing, caused by a broken fur- 
nace. One child survived 
and the mother of the chil- 
dren was hospitalized the 
night before. 

“It was pretty lucky for 
her in that sense,” Coe said. 

On a positive note, Coe 
said he was dispatched to 
find a missing 3-ycear-old 
girl, who lived with her fam- 
ily on Redhead Lane, which 
is located off of North 
Down River Road. Just as 
Coe passed Whirlpool 
Road, he looked down and 
spotted the child crossing 
the roadway. 

“Ht was just luck that I 
found her right then and 
took her back to her mom,” 
Coe said. 


Railroad repair set to start Monday 


The Michigan

State employees, for compari- 
son, must work many more years 
(han state legislators to qualify for 
maximum retiree health care cov- 
erage, according to an editorial in 
the Lansing State Journal, which 
also pointed out that many private 
employers have slashed retiree 
health care benefits or cut them out 
completely. The State Journal edi- 
torial urged Gov. Rick Snyder to 
veto the bill as adopted, and force 
the legislature to adopt one that 
cuts even more. 

While the legistative action ts a 
good start, is still far short of 
common-sense compensatory 
treatment of the publicly-elected 
stale lawmakers, 

Alf member perks should be 
analyzed and at least be brought 
into an area of public acceptance 
in the real world. 

Personally, | disfavor health 
benefits, pensions, and other ongo- 
ing compensation after any elected 
official leaves office. A modest 
presidential pension could be an 


exception. 

Nobody is drafted into elective 
public service. It’s all a voluntary 
choice by individuals who want 
the job. 

Candidates should run for office 
because they want to help the com- 
munity they ask to elect them. 

Fame may come their way 
because of their public service, but 
fortune should not. 

After they leave office, voluntar- 
ily or otherwise, they should be on 
their own.

SUPER COMMITTEE - I sce 
by the newspapers that the so- 
called Super Committee directed 
by congressional leaders to devise 
ways to cul the national deficit by 
at least $1.2 trillion over 10 years 
is having a bit of trouble getting 
their assignment underway. 

“Phe super committee ts strug- 
gling,” reads the beginning of an 
Associated Press report. 

The committee is composed of 
six senators and six House mem- 
bers, with three Democrats and 
three Republicans from each 
chamber. 

Michigan has two spots on the 


committee - Rep. David Camp of 
Midland, chair of the House Ways 
and Means committee, and Rep. 
Fred Upton of St. Joseph, chair of 
the House Commerce and Energy 
commiltce. 

If the super committee by 
Thanksgiving does not devise an 
agreeable budget-cutting plan, 
which must be approved as a 
whole by both chambers without 
amendments, then automatic 
reductions will be made to the 
Pentagon budget and specified 
domestic programs, including 
Medicare, Medicaid and food 
stamps. 

UNLESS LIGHTNING strikes 
some hearts of stone, the super 
committee has been doomed to 
failure from its formation. 

Republicans demand no. new 
taxes or tax increases in any bud- 
get reduction plan, meaning only 
culs are on the table. 

Democrats demand new rev- 
enues of some sort, plus protection 
of Medicaid, Medicare and other 
social programs. 

These positions have been 
steadfast from the beginning, and 


essentially caused the stalemate in 
raising the debt ceiling, which 
resulted in the super committee in 
the first place. 

If there has been no compromise 
so far, through almost 10 months 
of mostly political posturing and 
intransigence in Washington, there 
is little if any reason to think the 
super committee can devise any 
sort of program which would earn 
acceptance, without change, by 
both the Republican controlled 
House and the Democrat con- 
trolled Senate. 

Sometimes, to the outsider, il 
appears members of Congress 
work in a vacuum, protected from 
reality. 

If, as I suspect, there will be no 
acceptable agreement cmerging 
from the super committee, it will 
be yel another example of why 
Congress deserves the low public 
esteem which poll after poll has 
continued to evidence.

Congress must do our best 
to avoid that outcome, 
beginning with the 12 
members of the Joint Select 
Committee on Deficit 
Reduction who have been 
assigned the job of crafting 
a plan. 

Despite the difficulty, 
this task is achievable. We 
can reduce the deficit, 
avoid devastating cuts to 
important programs, and 
avoid greater harm to mid- 
dle-class families that have 
scen their incomes stagnate 
or even fall over the last 
decade. In hopes of moving 
that process forward, I have 
sent the Joint Select 
Committee a letter outlin- 
ing a seven-point plan for 
deficit reduction that will 
require sacrifice not just 
from middle-class families, 
but from all Americans. 

Central to my proposals 
is a belief that we cannot 
achieve real deficit reduc- 
tion with spending cuts 
alone. We must restore rev- 
enue as well, A little histor- 
ical perspective might be 
helpful. Federat revenues 
today are the lowest share 
of gross domestic product 
in generations: just 14.9 
percent. And past efforts to 
reduce high deficits have 
made new revenue a signif- 
icant part of the equation. 
President Reagan, for 
example, presided over 
three deficit reduction 
plans that achieved more 


than three-quarters of their 
deficit reduction through 
revenue increases. 

Apart from history, the 
simple mathematical reali- 
ty is that we must generate 
additional revenues. Don’t 
just take my word for it. 
Listen to the nonpartisan 
Concord Coalition, a bud- 
get reform group, which 
recently said: “For a ‘grand 
bargain’ on deficit reduc- 
tion, finding a way to bring 
in some revenue Is a crucial 
piece of the puzztie.” 

So revenue needs to be 
part of the Joint Select 
Committee’s agenda. My 
letter identifies seven pos- 
sible steps to climinate 
wasteful tax loopholes and 
special breaks so as to 
share the burden of deficit 
reduction more broadly. 

The first two proposals 
would close two kinds of 
unjustified loopholes that 
benefit: corporations and 
wealthy individuals at the 
expense of working fami- 
lies: offshore tax shelter 
abuses that cost American 
taxpayers billions of dol- 
lars a year, and a loophole 
that forces American tax- 
payers to subsidize the 
stock options that corpora- 
tions grant to their execu- 
tives, 

The third and fourth pro- 
posals would close two 
Wall Street tax loopholes: 


- the “carried interest” loop- 


hole that leaves American 
taxpayers subsidizing the 
paychecks of hedge fund 
managers, and a tax loop- 
hole for financial deriva- 
tives that promotes specu- 
lation over long-term 
investments that boost eco- 
nomic growth. 

The fifth and six propos- 
als would promote tax fair- 
ness and ensure shared sac- 
rifice in reducing the deficit 
by restoring upper-bracket 
income tax rates to pre- 
Bush levels and capital 


gains tax rates to rates clos- 
er to those in place under 
President Reagan. 

The seventh would elim- 
inate the use of paper tax 
liens and create an elec- 
tronic database of those 
liens. 

Combined, these com- 
monsense changes could 
reduce our deficits by $1 
trillion over the next 10 
years ~ a sum that would 
make the committee’s diffi- 
cult goal, one the Congress 
and the entire government 
share, much more achiev- 
able. 

To those who would 
automatically reject rev- 
enue increases for deficit 
reduction, [ would say that 
the spending cuts that will 
be necessary for significant 
deficit reduction will be 
difficult as well. They will 
have a real impact on 
important programs, and 
probably I won’t like many 
of them. But just as I will 
have to compromise on 
some spending cuts, others 
will have to compromise 
and accept the reality that 
revenue must be part of the 
equation. 

The ideas | have pro- 
posed outline a path toward 
such a compromise. It is a 
fair path. If Congress is 
willing to embrace com- 
promise, we can reduce our 
deficit while helping to 
protect middle-class fami- 
lies from further economic 
harm. If some are not will- 
ing to compromise, the 


‘automatic cuts that would 


take effect as a conse- 
quence of our failure to 
agree will make our coun- 
try less safe and the tiveli- 
hoods of our families less 
secure. I hope my propos- 
als will help us work 
together to avoid that unac- 


ceptable outcome.

year,

Care Quality program 


exchanged 2,000 cribs in 
the initial round of Project 
Crib Swap-Safe Sleep with 
the potential for more crib 
exchanges in subsequent 
rounds. 

The cribs are increasing 
the safety for thousands of 
Michigan children and are 
also fulfilling a licensing 
requirement. 

lt is mandated that 
providers must replace cribs 
lo meets approved crib stan- 
dards and Department of 
Human Services approved 
mattresses by December 
2012. 

The crib exchange 
removes cribs from circula- 
tion that no longer meet the 
standards. 

Michelle Nicholas, who 
operates a day care in 


Grayling licensed to serve 


up to 12 children, received 
three cribs through — the 
exchange program. — 

The crib exchange has the 
potential to impact children 
in 4,700 licensed and regis- 
tered provider settings and 
3,000 children in Early 
Head Start. 

The mandatory crib stan- 
dards required that the stop- 
page of manufacturing and 
selling of traditional drop- 
side cribs, making mattress- 
es stronger, making crib 
hardware more durable and 
making safety testing more 
rigorous. 

The new _ standards 
became effective on June 
28. 

After the deadline, it is 
illegal to manufacture, sell, 
resell, offer, donate, provide 
for use or place in the 
stream of commerce a crib 
that does not comply with 
the new standards for full- 
size and non-full size cribs. 

The restrictions apply to 
manufactures, retail stores, 
Internet retailers, resale 
shops, auction sites and con- 
sumers. 

The new standards also 
apply to child care 
providers, who have to

“Our transition to 
Advanced Life Support 
allows us to provide the 
highest quality of pre-hospi- 
tal care available in ground 
transport to the area,” Pratt 
said.
